appears only once ev ery 300 y ears 
and many persons th ou gh t it worth 
wh ile to rise at abou t 4 o’clock and 
see th e sigh t. 
Th ere 
are 
many 
stories concerning th e “Star of Beth ­ 
leh em” wh ich is said to appear at in­ 
terv als of abou t 700 y ears anr some­ 
times at 300 y ears, bu t th ere is no 
credit giv en th ese stories by astron­ 
omers.

In today’s lesson chap ter we find the 
king showing the kindness of God to 
the p oor and needy, and we read that 
the coming King shall judge the p oor 
of the p eop le and save the children of 
the needy and shall break In p ieces the 
op p ressor (Ps. Ixxii, 4, 12-14). 
David 
did not forget his covenant with Jon­ 
athan and began to inquire if any 
were .vet left of the house of Saul that 
he might show them kindness for Jon­ 
ath an ’s sake. Learning that there was 
a son of Jonathan who was lame on 
both feet, he sent and brought him into 
his p resence, restored to him his fa­ 
ther’s p ossessions and had him dwell 
in Jerusalem and eat at his own table 
continually. This story of David and 
Mep hibosheth. while literally true, is 
a wondrous p icture of the kindness of 
God to sinners, *‘the kindness and love 
of God our Saviour toward m an” (Tit. 
iii, 4). The sam e is seen in the story of 
the young man of Egyp t in I Sam. 
x x x . In the vision of the filthy gar­ 
ments and the change of raim ent of 
Zech. ill and in so many of the Old 
Testam ent stories, the whole of which, 
while p ointing onward to the coming 
kingdom, might be called God’s p ic­ 
ture book of redemp tion. 
The Lord says of Himself. “I am a 
great King” (Mai. 1. 14). 
He is not 
only King of the Jews, but King of 
kings and Lord of lords. 
All kings 
shall fall down before Him. and all 
nations shall serve Him (Matt. 11, 2; 
Rev. xlx. If» ; Pa. lxx. 11). All tbat He 
does lie does royally as a king and 
for His great name’s sake. In Mep hib- 
osk;*th we see a p icture of every sin­ 
ner 
FT* name signifies shame p ro- 
ce: !f ig from the mouth and suggests 
the p icture of the sinner in Rom. iii, 
12-14. He was lame on both feet, and 
that is the condition of all. for no one 
is able to walk with God or of his 
own p ower take one step toward Him. 
The imp otent man at Rethesda and the 
lame man at the temp le gate (John v. 
Acts iii) are illustrations.

Pray er Meeting To pic Fo r the Week 
Beg inning Oct. 1 8, 1 9 0 8. 
By REV. S. H. DOYLE. 
Top ic. — Commending our society.-—IV, 
By systematic, generous giving. — i Cor. 
xvi, 1, 2; Mai. iii, 7-12. 
Life is a continual receiving and giv­ 
ing. We receive from God directly and 
indirectly great blessings and gifts. We 
are exp ected in return to give and 
even to give to God—not that God 
needs our gifts, but that we need to 
make the gift. There is a feeling in 
every thoughtful sou! that we must 
render something unto God for all His 
benefits. 
David’s exclamation, “ W hat 
shall I render unto the Lord for all His 
benefits?” finds an echo in every heart. 
Even the idol worship ing heathen in 
all ages have felt the op eration of this 
same inward feeling and have resp ond­ 
ed to it. Freely we have received from 
ilod; freely we should give to God. 
But how shall we give? W hat is the 
divine law up on this subject? it is un­ 
doubtedly system atic and generous giv­ 
ing. This method is Scrip tural, p racti­ 
cable, effective, and has the p romise ol 
God’s blessing. 
1. Systematic aud generous giving is 
Scrip tural. 
In the Old Testam ent dis­ 
p ensation a tenth was the demand of 
God. 
Abraham p robably gave a tenth 
of his substance to God. Jacob vowed 
to do so, and it may have been before 
this that he had failed to do w hat was 
required and customary. In Lev. xxvii, 
30, it is directly and p lainly asserted 
that a tenth shall be given to God. 
“All the tithe of the land, w hether of 
the seed of the land or of the fruit of 
the tree, is the Lord’s.” 
In the top ical 
reference the p rop het Malachi fear­ 
fully arraigns God’s p eop le for not hav­ 
ing given the tithe and declared that 
in withholding they have robbed God. 
There can be no question about the 
law as regards giving in the Old T esta­ 
ment times. 
In the New T estam ent 
Paul asks a stated weekly offering for 
a sp ecial p urp ose and in another p lace 
declares that as God blessed the p eop le 
they were to give. 
2. Systematic and generous giving is 
just. 
It is right. 
It asks of no one 
w hat he is not able to give. 
It re­ 
quires the least of those who receive 
the leasi and the most of those who re­ 
ceive the most. 
It sets aside so much 
as belonging to the Lord. 
It makes it 
His and not ours and removes the 
temp tation to use it for ourselves. 
3. Systematic and generous giving 
has the p romise of the blessing of 
God. 
In giving regularly to God and 
In p rop ortion as lie blesses us we are 
fulfilling a p lain duty that is owed to 
God. 
Every duty brings its blessing. 
But God has p romised a blessing in 
the fulfilling of this duty. 
“ Bring ye 
all the tithes into the storehouse that 
there may be meat In Mine house and 
p rove Me now herewith, saith the 
Lord of Hosts, if I will not op en the 
windows of heaven and p oor you out 
a blessing that there shall not be room 
enough to receive It.” 
If we fulfill the 
conditions of this p romise, we may 
also have the blessings, and a t the 
same time we shall commend our so­ 
ciety.

vention Just Closed. 
Scranton, Pa., Oct. 16.-^The conven­ 
tion of the anthracite m iners’ union 
closed last evening after mak ing pub­ 
lic the scale agreed to by the scale 
committee and approved by the dele­ 
gates. 
The demands include: 
“The complete recognition of the 
United Mine W ork ers of America as a 
party to negotiate a wage contract and 
that 
the United Mine W ork ers of 
America shall be recognized in our 
right to provide any method we may 
adopt for the collection of revenues 
for the organization. 
“T hat we demand an eight-hour day 
with no reduction of wages. 
“That all coal shall be mined and 
paid for by the ton of 2,000 pounds. 
“T hat we demand a definite and 
more uniform scale 
of wages and 
prices for all classes of labor at all 
collieries in the anthracite region; and 
that all employes paid $1.50 or less per 
day shall receive a 10 per cent ad ­ 
vance, and all employes paid more 
than $1.50 and less than $2 per day, 
shall rec< ve a 5 p 
cent advance.”

Indianapolis, Oct. 16.—In affirming a 
decision refusing George W. Nichols a 
license to keep a saloon at Berne, in 
Adams county, the appellate court de 
clared that the Moore law, which pro­ 
v ides for filing blanket rem onstrances 
did not repeat nor affect the law pre­ 
v iously in force, perm itting the v oters 
of a township to rem onstrate against a 
particular applicant. 
The nam es of a m ajority of the v o­ 
ters in his township were signed to a 
rem onstrance against Nichols by a 
man to whom the v oters had giv en 
powers of attorney before the Moore 
law took effect in 1905. 
Nichols in­ 
sisted that new powers of attorney 
were necessary under the new law, 
but the court says that all the princi­ 
pal prov isions of the old law are re­ 
tained unchanged in the new law, and 
m ust be treated as hav ing been con 
tinuously in force.
